A watek nadar some bandkarctalefa 
In a drawer which was hnrriedlr 
searched, was missed by the burglar 
No attempt was made to take any- 
thing other than which <oMld be car- 
lied concealed on ilie person, as ihe 
eKress from the house had to tie ar- 
complished In the full view of the 
rear windows of houses on the oppo- 
site square, and of tke bonsea on 
either «tde. 

Tne burglary evtdeatty was care- 
fully planned and timed. At 4 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, all the members 
of the family, who were at home, left 
for drives in the carriaKCs, which 
had been standing at the front door 
for several minutes. At 5 o'clock 
they returned to find toe hontt from 
top to bottom, in GOBfualon. NQne 
of the neighbors had seea any per- 
son aronod tke koaae. 

It !s believed that the l)l!rK':l|^ 
was acconip.lshed by two personti.oiii 
who did the work, and ihe other who 
kopt a lookout. From the fart that 
i( took in the short Ihtervnl ln'- 

tween the lime they left and return- 
ed, and from the way the bouse was 
searc'aed. It seems that somebody fa- 
miliar with' the aflaira of tha family 
and house arrsngement, committed 
the burglary. They have experienced 
the same dimculiy as other families 
In keeping ii servant for any IcHKlh 
of I'liie :ii ilii i.K-i fi' » moulliK. hav- 
ing had a dozen or more. The case Is 
In the hands of dataettraa who are 
working op several vell-d^ned 
clews.

— A remark- 
able series of eartlitiuake tremors 
that has girdled th* globe In the past 
few days has not yet .entirely abat- 
ed. Shocks were reported today at 
Usbon, ConstaMlnople, Mexico City 
and Chlcopee, Maas. None of these 
disturabancee did any damage or 
caused any loss of life or property so 
far as known. 

Scientistg. whose aliontlon has 
been directed to the siihject by tne 
rapid succession of earthquakes, px- 
plsin that the earth is passing 
through a period of unusual insUbiW 
ity. Whether further indlgesUon iij 
tyhe bowels of (ha earth threaten dan 
ger to the more thickly pepulafed 
portions of the world is a .subject on 
which ihe .scientists dlff<'r widely. 

One set of Kcleniisls belii ve a uni- 
versal disaster is imminent, while 
another group fears no such calami- 
ty, although agreeing other sllgtat 
sipsmlc dlstttrbances are poasittle. 

Or. John M. Clark, state geologist 
of New York, says the entire Atlan- 
tic const is by no means ssfe, al- 
though he admits the shocks gener- 
ally follow along Ihe newer moun- 
tain ranges of the Paclfls. 

Records kept here show that since 
December 3 there have been twenty-i 



six earthquake."^. Addrd to those dis 
asters in the same period, severa 
hurricanes have been reported. A 
typhoon on Good Friday swept over 
the Caroline Islands, killing 230 of 
the 8(K) Inhabitants of the Ululthl 
group. The Ouif of Mexico waa re 
eently turned into a boiling pot <dur 
lug the Mexican earthquake and the 
steamer La Providence, which arriv- 
ed yesleidny fiom KuVope encounter 
ed a wclid elcclriial hnirirane, at- 
tribulpd 10 selsnii(- disturbanr cs 

Scientists show thai t'aore are two 
great earthquake Bones aboui the 
earth. In which a great per ceot. of 
tha shoeks occur. Oae of these belts 
swings roughly eaat and west 
through Mediurranean region, Asia 
Miner, the Caucasus, Himalayas, 
East Indies, Central America and 
West Indies. It catehes 53 per cent, 
of the quakes. The other belt circles 
the Ps6iflc, along the An-Jes, up tne 
west coast of North America across 
to Asia, down to the Japanese and 
Philippine Islands, extending to New 
nealattd. 

Forty-one per cent af the shocks 
occurred In this section. The' thickly 

populated districts of iho world. em 
bracing a surface 2ti times that of 
the two earthquake zono.s, receives 
only 6 per cent, of the shocks.
